Here’s something ta paste in your hat — something 
to help you follow the big presidential sweepstakes now 
getting under way. 
Politics is like a football game— you have to know 
the rules and the tactics before you can tell what’s hap­ 
pening. It’s like a football game in another way, tqo — 
sometimes the key block which makes the touchdown pos­ 
sible is over on the far side of the field, where even the 
experts may not spot it until Saturday’s movies are run 
off for the Monday morning quarterbacks. 
Frequently it happens that a national campaign turns 
on the fight over an individual who has no place in the 
presidential race itself. 
This time, the man to watch is W isconsin’s Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy. 
McCarthy is hot— hotter than a firecracker. More 
and more, he is the man who is forcing the national issues. 
Even since the Maryland campaign, which w e’ll tell 
you more about in a moment, McCarthy has been in a 
position where the Truman Democrats have to lick him, 
or they’re through. 
McCarthy has been a giant-killer evfcr sjnce he came 
back from the war. He got back with a shattered leg in 
I 1944, and ran for the senate. He didn’t make it that time, 
I but two years later he took in after the big he-cat of Wis- 
! consin politics, Robert M. LaFallette, Jr., son of the fa- 
i mous old ‘‘Fighting Bob" of back in the days when Old 
Blue Bonnet" and "Put Your Arms Around Me" were 
* leading the Hit Parade. 
McCarthy licked LaFollette so bad that they are still 
arguing in Wisconsin how it happened. Down in Wash­ 
ington, this former marine tail-gunner who helped dig out 
the Japs from the clouds and the ack-ack bursts, turned in 
after another deadly enemy of Uncle Sam’s — the pinks 
and the reds, the Fabian Socialists and the out-and-out 


Ii Communists, who dug themselves into cushy government 
jobs under the Roosevelt and Truman Administrations. 
At first, the big boys were amused and patronizing. 
As the ad. says, "They laughed when I sat down to play. 
But presently something different developed. There had 
been red scares, off and on, for years. This time, the drive 
began getting results. All of a sudden it became impos­ 
sible for Presidents courting the radical vote to brush the 
Communist issue off as a "red herring*" 
Then Senator Tydings of Maryland set out to cover 
up for the pro-communists dh the Federal payroll, and he

A roving craps game, highly organized, was knocked 
off by State Police and Bucks County Detective Fred 
Kohler, early yesterday morning in Bcnsalem Township. 
Sixty-seven participants and four principals were taken 
into custody. 
The participants each paid fines and costs 
totaling $20. 
The game, according to State Police, was on the pig 
farm of Walter Pacenski, Taylor and I revose roads. The 
game was in a shed alongside of the barn where the set-up 
was elaborate. There were electric lights with large dome 
reflectors, electric fans to keep the participants cool, and 
refreshments to quench their thirsts. It was highly organ­ 
ized, even to the parking lot, where the cars stood in neat 
rows. 
The police scooped up thousands of dollars from the 
craps table and when the officers swooped down the 
stakes were running high. The gang operating the game 
is believed to he out of Philadelphia. 
The game apparently had been in progress for quite 
some time and the play had been going on for hours. 
Those charged with being pricipals were Pacenski, 
August Loquitano, Anthony Correale, giving Philadelphia 
addresses, and John Lesnevec, Bristol Township. 
T he men were loaded into school buses and hauled 
to the office of John Brennan, Oakford, where hearings 
were held for the participants, each being fined. The prin­ 
cipals were put under hail for court.
